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Manufacturer's Terminal Loss 
Will Exceed $500,000; 
Many Plants, Burned Out ; 



SAILORS PATROL SCENES 



Flames of disaster for the third time 
in a few years, swept through the huge 
Woukegan Manufacturer's terminal 
shortly before noon last Friday and ate 
out its heart. 

By two thirty o'clock four large fac- 
tory buildings had been reduced to 
blackened ruins and at least four in- 
dustries swept out of existence. 

No lives were lost, but one person 
was overcome by smoke and heat. He 
was John Steen, head of the Steen 
Combination Lock company, and he was 
overcome fighting the flames that were 
destroying his factory. Two jockies 
rescued Eteen, a huge man who was 
fighting: the flames bareheaded and in 
his shirtsleeves, and laid him on a grass 
plot. He was removed to his home by 
Chief Tyrrell. 

The burned industries, as nearly as 
could be learned were: National Kella- 
stone Co., Mutual-Film Co., Oregon 
Woodenware Co., Steen Combination 
Lock Co., Huge area of space leased 
by government for war supplies. 

The buildings burned in the main 
were space that was part of the 600,- 
000 square feet leased by the United 
States government for storing wot 
supplies. Lieut. Gaston, U. 8. A., 
was in charge and the space was being 
prepared for occupancy, one hundred 
earpenters being employed at installing 
new floor and window casings, with 
other improvements. 

The flames started at the east side of 
the building known as the old table 
house in the Corn Products days. Here 
a huge quantity of rubbish had been 
heaved out of the building until it was 
about three stories high. 

It is believed a spark from a passing 
engine, alighting in this rubbish heap, 
or a cigaret butt toased from a window, 
set fire to the refuse wood. For a long 
time there was no evidence of flame 
and the heap merely smouldered and 
gave menace of fire. Then there was 
a burst of flame five or six stories high 
and within the next few minutes the 
whole structure was ablaze. Fanned 
by a gale that twisted and whirled like 
a cyclone the flames were spread with 
rapidity of lightning, once they obtain- 
ed a hold and the vast building became 
a torch.' 

Never has such a roaring mountain of 
flames been seen in that city. The fire 
drawfed any In Waukegan's history as 
a spectacle. 

Meanwhile all along the street homes 
were being, emptied of their occupants 
and furniture. Every window became 
an outlet for bedding, chairs, cabinets 
.and even children. The street for two 
blccks north of the terminal was one 
vast scene of panic, partially mantled 
by smoke with 1 waVes of scorching 
flames over head. 
Fire Marshal Sara O'Farrell drove 

hia auto up Market street toward the 
heart of the fire. He could, see only 
smoke at the point , where he stopped 
the car, but a second later, as he left, 
there was a gigantic spurt of flame, 
and the auto was burned. The same 
fate was met by the motor of Cuptain 
B. S Mason, Chief of the south side 
fire department. ' 

Juat south of the scene of the fire, 
which was in the central portion of the 
terminal, are the Manly Motor Corpor- 
ation,, the Dickerson Foundry Company

Frank Crawford Meets Death 
at Russell Crossing 

Another fatality occurred at the St. 
Paul railroad crossing at Russell. last 
Friday afternoon, when Frank Craw- 
ford of that village drove an automo- 
bile straight into an • approaching 
engine. 

Crawford who conducts a garage in 
the village of Russell had been repair- 
ing a car belonging to John White and 
when the owners called for the machine 
in order^to make sure that all was right 
the mechanic took the car out for a 
trial before turning it over to the 
owners. On the trial spin he was ac- 
companied by Mr. White's twelve 
years old son, Gilbert. They had been 
up and down the street several times 
and were driving east along the road 
toward the railroad crossing. A train 
was coming up from the south at a high 
rate of speed and the driver slowed up 
and waited for it to pass. As it cleared 
the crossing he started the machine and 
reached the south bound track just as 
the south bound train came through. 
The auto dashed straight into the en- 
gine. The car and its occupants were 
hurled for some distance. 

Crawford was picked up unconscious 
and so serious a nature were his in- 
juries that he was hurried at once to 
the Kenosha hospital. A portion of his 
skull was town away and he was badly 
cut and bruised as well as suffering 
from internal injuries. He never re- 
gained consciousness and passed away 
shortly after Beven o'clock. 

The boy was picked up about fifty 
feet from the crossing and taken at 
once to the home of his parents. He 
too was unconscious for many hours, 
and at first it was feared that his in- 
juries would also prove fatal, but at 
the present time he is slowly improving 
and has a good chance of recovery. 

Men who witnessed the accident de- 
clare that Crawford, who was a par- 
ticularly careful driver; must not have 
heard the train approaching from the 
north and that he evidently believed 
that the crossing was clear. The mem- 
bers of the train crew declared that 
thev had Bounded the whistle for the 
crossin but that it was impossible to 
see Crawford approaching and that the 
accident could not have been avoided. 

The deceased was about thirty-two 
years of age and was widely known in 
Russell and the surrounding; country. 
He is survived by a widow and a large 
number of other relatives and friends. 
This is said to be the seventh fatality 
that has occurred at the Russell cros- 
sing and thus the people have come to 
call it "death crossing." 

The funeral was held at Russell 
Sunday. .

Soon' the American Steel and Wire 
company firemen trotted down the 
trucks to the scene. Then came the 
North Chicago fire department,, 
and calls were Bent out to every sur- 
rounding city. 

Great Lakes ' sent an ambulance, an 
armed guard of 300 men to surround 
every foot of the huge terminal, and 
more than 200 fire fighters. Fire lines 
were drawn at once on the arrival of 
the jackies, each in charge of a petty 
officer, and spectators were barred in 
fear thev might be trapped by falling, 
crumbling wu.IIr. 

Late in the afternoon it was announc- 
ed officially that 500 jackies under com- 
mand of Lieut. Quitman were on patrol 
duty alone. They arrived in great 
motor trucks At the same time came 
one truck loaded with large tin pails, 
and with these a bucket brigade was 
organized among the Bailors to fight 
the tiny spurts of . flame that every 
minute menaced new buildings.

Expect Fox Lake Bridge 

Will Cost Above Estimate 

The estimate of $35,000, made a year 
ago, as to the probable cost of the en- 
tire improvement including two bridges 
over Pistakee Bay, at Fox Lake, will 
prove entirely too low, in the opinion 
of countv surveyor Charles Russell 
It was estimated at that time that the 
cost of the 50-foot and 120-foot, spans 
would be about $17,000.

Bids have been called for and will be 
opened May 22, at which time it will 
be known just what the cost is going 
to be.

The rest will be 
paid for by special assessment and 
bonds raised. 

When the bridges span the Pistakee 
it will open a straight route' to Lake 
Geneva and is expected to bring a 
much larger number of pleasure seek- 
ers to tbe Lake region of Lake county.

U. S. Guns Wipe Out Foe. 
With the American Army In Prance, 
May C.— During the last three days the 
American artillery In the Luneville 
sector has completely chased the Ger- 
mans from their front positions and 
wiped certain sections of the enemy 
rear off the- map. This is the same ar- 
tillery that not long ago gave a similar 
performance in another Lorraine sec- 
tor. 

Just now the German first and sec- 
ond lines are in about the same condi- 
tion as No Man's Lund. In which the 
Americans are working more froely 
than ever before. 

The sections affected by the work of 
these American guns are south, south- 
west and soulheusj: of Ilalloville (np- 
' proximately 1» miles enst of Luneville 
and about six miles from the German 

border).

The positions of the French nt Han- 
gard and those of the British on the 
Vlllers-Bretonneux ridge preserve the 
continuity of the line on commanding 
ground at virtually all the vital spots 
north of the Somme. 

In the Vlllers-Bretonneux region, as 
well, there has been n further Improve- 
ment of the entente position, the 
French gaining ground In local lighting 

there. 

The Germans are still holding off on 
the Flanders battle front. 

Co-operating with the French In lo- 
cal lighting south of Vlllers-Breton- 
neux (nine miles east of Amiens) the 
British took prisoners, the olliclal re- 
port from Field MarsluU Halg an- 
nounces. 

Huns to Open "Peace Drive." 

In the opinion of Lord Robert Cecil, 

minister of blockade, the failure of 

I Germany's "knockout offensive*' on the 

western front will result. In n big 

peace offensive, directed mainly 

against Great Britain, and possibly 

made In an attractive form, but which 

will not afford any terms the ullies can 

look at. . . 

In this opinion, made in a state- 
ment to a correspondent, Lord Rob- 
ert expressed the further: belief that 
the new peace offensive would be 
largely for German consumption, be- 
cause "the rulers of Germany; know If 
fltcy have to rely on their own re- 
sources they cannot hold out much 

longer." 

Lull in Battle Continues. 

London. May 8.— With the reports 
from the French war office and from 
Field Marshal Halg showing almost 
complete inactivity on both the Somrao 
and Flanders battlefields, observers 
here are speculating on how many 
more men the German higher command 
will be willing to risk in costly offen- 
sive operations. 

The German command has permit- 
ted three days to pass since General 
von Arnim sustained his severe re- 
verse southeast of Yprcs, without un- 
dertaking anything but minor attacks. 

Not the least Interesting of these 
bits of information Is a dispatch from 
British headquarters in France, which 

says: • ; 

"The German field depots are being 
henvllv drawn upon to replace recent 
casualties. The Thirteenth German 
reserve division has. Just received a 
companv of 250 boys of the 1910-20 
class, who had only eight' weeks' train- 
ing, and were not to be put Into the 
fighting unless absolutely necessary. 
But the fact that they are now In the 
division In the battle line suggests the 
anticipation that they may have to be 

used." 

Coupled with this is the statement 
given circulation here and attributed 
to a source of authority, that the Ger- 
mans have suffered casualties amount- 
ing nearly to 0O0.0OQ men since Hln- 
denburg and Ludondorff began their 
offensive on March 21 which was to 
crush the power of the allies. 



Details of the Halg retreat in the 
famous battle In Plcardy, are most 
interestingly told by First Lieutenant 
Roswell T. Pettlt. M. O.-It. C. of Ot- 
tawa, III., In a letter to, his father. 
Dr. J. W. Pettlt of the Ottawa tuber- 
culosis colony and published In the. 
Chlcngo Tribune. The American offi- 
cer endured nine dnys of the horrors 
and was In the thickest of the fighting 
during the retreat of the British Fifth 
army from St. Quentln. Lleutennnt 
Pcttifs report of the battle thrills, and 
the stress of the great conflict arc 
given before, his impressions had In -any 
way been dulled by time, written Im- 
mediately after his experience. His 
letter follows: 

Lieutenant Pettlt's Letter. 

March 30. 
Dear Father: Now that the show Ih 
over for me for the time being, and I 
hnvo time to breathe and sleep and eat 
nnd write. I'll try and tell you about 
the battle. Before you receive this 
you will have had the whole story from 
the papers, but I know you will be 
interested In knowing what I did In the 

affair. . ■ 

Of course, the things I saw were but 
an Infinitesimal part of a gigantic 
whole and it would be Impossible for 
me to give a correct description of the 
battle. And as I write this, I do It 
with no knowledge whatever of What 
has been going on even a few miles 

from me. 

« I have not seen a paper In eight nays , 
I have received no mall, nnd the only 
Information we have received has been 
br word of mouth, and most of what 
we hear must be wild rumors. For ex- 
ample: The French have advanced 
"0 miles at Verdun, the Ameri- 
cans hove taken Ostend, nnd are on 
their way to Zeebrugge, and a great 
naval battle has been fought In the 
North sea. 

All I know is that on this part of the 
front the Germans attacked us In over- 
• whelming numbers. In places ten divi- 
sions to our one; that they suffered 
terrible losses, but finally broke 
through our lines of defense, one after 
another, and fighting for the most part, 
a rear guard action, we have retired 
about 35 miles in a straight line. 

For a week before the battle^started 
we had been expecting it; we were 
ready to move on .30 minutes no- 
tice I had been out with combatant 
ns'well as medical officers on tours of 
reconnaissance, definite methods of 
evacuation of the wounded had been 
worked out, and our plans of counter- 
attack been made. After four or five 
days of waiting,, the storm ilnallj 

broke. 

The Boche opened up on us at o a. m., 
March 21, with the heaviest barrage I 
have ever heard. "Stand to." was 
sounded, we turned out dressed, and 
had all our equipment packed in .« 
minutes. Then we sat down and 
waited for orders to move. The bar- 
rage kept up continuously, sometimes 
heavier and then of less intensity, 
I sometimes It seemed to be to the north 
of us nnd then suddenly It switched to 

the south. 

Our balloons were up ns soon as it 
was light and the ntrplanes were buz- 
zing over our heads. The ground mist 
gradually cleared and the Germans 
put a hall of shrapnel on our camp 
and we all took cover, but three men 
were hit. Why it is a fellow alwuys 
feels safer with a roof over his head, 
oven if he knows bullets and shrapnel 
and pieces of shell will go through 
boards and corrugated iron just like 

paper. 

Ordered to Move. . 
Our orders to move finally came and 
we marched off to the brigade assem- 
bly point several miles away. This as- 
sembly point was in a little bunch of 
trees about the size of Allen park and 
behind and separated from a larger 
wood In front. In the larger wood 
there was a battery of heavy artillery 
and shells were dropping In there two 
or three to a minute, and It wus heavy 
stuff, too. 

Sometimes they overshot the big 
wood and shells were landing In the 
open around the little wood where my 
brigade had Its assembly point. As 
wc approached our little copse we 
could make all this out from some dis- 
tance away and It wasn't a pleasant 
sensation to feel that we were march- 
ing straight Into It. 

All the battalions arrived and In that 
little copse there must have been at 
least two thousnnd men. What a 
chance if the Germans only knew! But 
the shells continued to drop in front of 
us nad on either side, but none landed 
among us, and after waiting there for 



three hours, expecting to bo blown to 
bits any second, we finally moved for- 
ward. Just as we left the copse, from 
behind us, up over a ridge, came a 
stream of galloping horses. '. 
. ' "It's the cavalry," someone shouted, 
but soon I made out limbers and field 

guns. . , ' '-..{' 

They galloped past us, going like 
mad, took up a position to our right, 
swung Into position, unlhhbered, and 
In two minutes were blazing away. It 
was a thrilling sight. 

Torn by Shells. 
Ih going forward we went around 
the end of the larger wood In front of 
us, over ground that was torn to bits' 
by the heavy shell fire that had Just 
preceded, over another edge, across a 
Valley, and under the crest of a .hill. 
And here we found the tanks going 
over the top of the bill to take up 
their position. At this polat we were 
still about a mile from the front line. 
At this place I opened up an aid post 
under the crest of the hill to take care 
of wluft wounded came In while we 
were getting Into position. I looked 
back across the valley* we had Just 
traversed. 

Shrapnel was bursting In the air, 
shells were whizzing overhead, and our 
guns behind mc were belching forth 
the fire. The noise was deafening. 

A railroad ran through the valley 
and an engine pulling a couple of flat 
cars was going by. A couple of sol- 
diers were sitting on the rear truck 
swinging their feet. A shell burst ou 
the track and only missed the last car 
about fifteen yards. Neither man wus 
hit and the train went blithely on. 

By this time It was getting along 
toward evening, the suu was sinking 
in the west, and finally went dowu a 
great hall of fire. At the time, I re- 
member, 1 noticed Its color. It was 
blood red nnd had a sinister look. Was 
It my imagination, or might It have 
been a premonition? At any rate, 1 
shall never forget the color of the sun 
as it set that night ut the end of the 
first dav of probably one of the great- 
est battles in history. It certainly 
didn't look good to me. 

The drumming of the guns contin- 
ued, twilight gradually deepened into 
night, the signalers stopped their wig- 
wagging and took up their flash sig- 
uals, a fog dropped down on us and 
put the. lights out of business, and 
when wc left to go forward under the 
cover of darkness they were busy put- 
ting out their telephone lines— signal- 
ers and runners don't have an easy 
time. 

Shell Dump Goes Up. 
Behind us a shell lunded in un am- 
munition dump ami it weut up with a 
roar; then the rifle ammunition started 
going oft like a great bunch of are- 
crackers, and great tongues of flame 
\lt up the sky. 

It Is reported that the Germans bad 
broken through our lino and we were 
to counter-attack In the morning. W e 
got Into positions without a single 
casualty. 1 opened an aid post in au 
old dugout and settled down to sleep 
until morning. You may think It fun- 
ny that one could sleep under such 
conditions, but I had been up since 
5 -"SO, had tramped about six or seven 
miles, had had a rather trying duy 
and was dog tired. 

So 1 settled dowu ou the rough plank 
Hour and was soon asleep. I must 
have been asleep a couple of hours 
when a runuer came from headquar- 
ters and told us we were to move off 
Immediately. I looked at my watch and 
It was 1 :'M a. m. on the second duy. 

We went hack to the' railroad, fol- 
lowed It around to a position some six 
miles to the north of us, landing there 
about 4 In the morning und Hopped 
dowu on the floor of some abandoned 
huts to wait further orders. Our or- 
ders came along about o'clock. \> e 
marched up across the open prairie, 
the suu shining, and It was really hot. 
.Just like some of the wurm duya we 
get the last of March at home. In i 
going forward It was necessary 
for us to march seventy-five yards In 
front of three batteries of field guns. 
There are six guns to a battery. They 
shoot an eighteen-pound shell and 
while we were there each guu was 
shooting twice to the minute. You 
can Imagine the racket when I tell 
you that the discharge of one gun can 
be heard about four miles. In addi- 
tion the Boche was trying to knock 
out tlds battery and he was dropping 
his six Inch shells a little too close for 
comfort. 

Nearly In a Trap. 
Then I made a lovely mistake. 1 
was to establish an aid post near bat- 
talion headquarters and went blithely 
on when I met a company commander 
and asked him where to go. 

"Back there about a quarter of a 
mile," he replied. "This Is the front 
center company. If you keep ou In 
the direction you nrc going you are 
going up over that ridge and Fritz will 
he waiting for you with a nfuchlue 

gun." 

' So my sergeant and orderly and 
myself didn't waste any time In clear- 
ing. On the way back I found a gallon 
can full of water, got Into a corrugated 
Iron shelter und had a wasli and a 
shave. It certainly felt good. I don't 
believe 1 had washed for thlrty-slx 
hours. It was warm nnd bright. I 
could look out of my shelter and see 
our support lines digging themselves 



in several hundred yards away. The 
cannon fire ceased, the machine guna 
settled down to an occasional Dtfu 
burst and It was midday of a beautiful 

spring day. 

A couple of partridge flew over me. 
What did they, know or care about all 
this noise and racket and men. getting 
up in line und killing each other? 

Along about three o'clock things be 
gnn to liven up again. In the mean, 
time headquarters. had been, establish- 
ed In a sunken road with banks about 
fifteen feet high on either side (late* 
this cut was half filled with dead). 
My aid post was In a' dugout near by 
and gradually things got hotter and 
hotter. 

Our men had dug , themselves In 
and were popping away with their 
rifles. The field batteries behind ui 
were putting up a, barrage, airplanes 
were circling overhead, both ours and 
the Germans*. The Germans put up a 
counter-barrage, the machine guns 
were going like mad. I was standing 
with the colonel on a little rise of 
ground' above the sunken road when 
the Germans broke through .about a 
mile to the north of us. They could 
he plainly seen pouring over the, ridge 
10 close formation. 

Tanks Get Into Action. 
Then the tanks came up, and you 
should havo seen them runl Just llko 
rabbits! The 'tanks retired; the 
Bodies reformed and came at it 
again. They tell me that at certain 
places our men withstood fifteen suc- 
cessive attacks and that the Germans 
went down in thousands. One "Welsh- 
man told me that his gun accounted 
for 75 In three minutes during one 
wave. 

Machine-gun bullets were nipping 
around me, the shell Are was getting 
hotter, nnd even though It was a won- 
derful sight to watch I decided "dis- 
cretion was the better part of valor;* 
or something like that, and got down 
in ray dugout. 

I was sitting there smoking a cig- 
arette when my orderly came down 
and said I was being relieved and was 
to go back nnd work with the 'ambu- 
lance. Fifteen hours later the man 
that relieved me wns captured. But 
I am getting ahead of my story. 

I went back to the advanced dress- 
ing station through the hottest shell 
fire I ever experienced. More than 
once I went down on my face when a 
shell burst and the pieces went whiz- 
zing over my head. I spent the night 
In a mined village where the advanced 
dressing station was located, and all 
night they shelled It to blazes. It was 
remarkable how few casualties we 

had. 

About eleven o'clock the morning of 
the third day a shell blew In the sldo 
of our post, but luckily no one was 
hurt. We stuck' to It until about four 
In the afternoon, when we snw oufl 
men retiring over a ridge in front of 
us, keeping up a continuous machine 
gun and rifle fire, and we bent It back 
to another village nnd opened anoth- 
er post. 

The Begrimed Lord. 
About ten o'clock on the morning of 
the fourth day Lord Thyme, my col- 
onel when I was with the battalion, 
stumbled Into the shack where I was 
sitting. He looked like a ghost. Ho 
had lost his hat, his face was covered 
with a four days'- beard, the sweat 
had traced tracks In the dust from his 
forehead to his chin. His sleeve was 
torn and bloody and he had a gash In 
his arm where he had been struck by 
a piece of flying shell case. 

"My God, doc, are you here?" he 
said. "You got out Just In time. The 
battalion Is all gone. The sunken road 
is filled with dead— mostly Huns, 
.damn 'em. The lino broke on the 
right; we were surrounded, nnd at 
the last wc were fighting back and 
I back. Only thirty of us got away." 
I So we knew the Boche had broken 
through to our right and our left, and 
it wns a question of how long It would 
be before we, too, were surrounded, 
but we wnnted to stick it out as long 

us we cmii d. 

But not more than an hour Inter a 
medical officer rushed In from one of 
the bnttallons and between gasps for 
hreuth told us the Germans were on 
the edge of the village, had shot him 
through the sleeve with a machine 
gun bullet (luckily that was all), and 
for us to beat It. 

The ninth day, sitting around the 
fire in our mess after the best dinner 
we had had In days, the commanding 
officer handed mo some pnpers nnd 
said, "Here is something that will In- 
terest you, Pettlt. I want to say wc 
shall be sorry to lose you." 

And this -Is whnt It was: "Lieut. 
Itosweli T. Pettlt. M. It. C Is relieved 
from dutv with the British arm? and 
will proceed to the A. E. "P., where ho 
will report for duty." 

I leave for Paris In the morning. 
Tills has been u long tale, but the half 
of it hasn't been told. I hope I haven't 
strung It out too much. 
. I have Just been Informed that all 
my kit had to be burned to prevent It 
falling Into the hands of the enemy. 
I shall probably want you to send me 
some things from home, but will see 
what I can get here first. Your son,

The prisoner is also accused of be- 
ing the "paymaster" of the kaiser In 
this country and the "mnn higher up" 
in connection with many plots. He is 
nn ofllcer In the Gorman Imperial 
navy. The department of Justice 
would go no further Into the particu- 
lars of Ttodlgcr's arrest and activities 
than tlin bare statement In the com- 
plaint, exeept to say that the com- 
plaint might be changed later.. 



Washington, May 4.— A colossal mili- 
tary program was submitted on Thurs- 
day by Secretary of War Baker to the 
house committee on military affairs. 
Here are the principal features of the 
plan : 

1. Expenditures on the army aggre- 
gating $13,000,000,000 in the next fiscal 
year, more than twice the tutul of this 
year's outlay. 

2. Manufacture of artillery on a stu- 
pendous scab*, involving, the Immedi- 
ate erection of enormous plants, the 
whole outlay representing several bil- 
lion dollars. 

3. Drafting of at least 1,000.000 ad- 
ditional registrants and as many more 
as can be equipped and transported to 
France, with the prospects favorable 
to maintaining an army of 3,000,000 
men in the Held next year. 

He told the committee that It would 
be Ill-advised to restrict the number 
of men to be utilized and that the size 
of the army should be Increased In the 
discretion of the government; as trans- 
portation and equipment facilities 
warrant. 



Charges Made That Representatlveo of 
Entente Allies at Vladivostok > 
Plotted to Free Siberia and 
Establish Government. 

Moscow, Mny 7. — Foreign Minister 
Tchltcherln has addressed the repre- 
sentatives' In Moscow of the United 
States, England and France, request- 
ing the speedy recall of their, consuls 
at Vladivostok and an investigation of 
their alleged participation In negotia- 
tions said to have been conducted be- 
tween the Peking embassies of the 
powers named and the 81ber!an au- 
tonomous government. 

The governments are also asked to 
define their attitude toward the soviet 
government and explain what the min- 
ister alludes to as "the attempts of 
1 their representatrVes to Interfere with 
the Internal life of Russia," 

M. Tchltcherln submitted copies of 
the documents seized on the person of 
M. KoIodofT. n member In Vladivostok 
of the Siberian autonomous govern- 
ment, who recently was arrested, 
which the minister declares "establish 
Incontrovertlhly that the consular rep- 
resentatives of Great Britain, France 
and America participated In this plot, 
and that the diplomatic representatives 
of these powers In Peking negotiated 
with the counter-revolutionary organ- 
ization calling Itself the 'Slberlnn gov- 
ernment.' " 

M. Tchltcherln also addressed to the 
Japanese representative In Moscow a 
communication stating that the letters 
taken from M. Kolodoff ostabllsh the 
extensive participation of Japanese of- 
ficials In ' the counter-revolutionary 
movement, notwithstanding repeated 
official assurances of noninterference 
■with the Internal life of Itussiu.

Globe artichokes are ready for use 
as soon as tho bur Is formed and must 
be gathered before the blossoms ap- 
pear. The bur Is the bud of the flower 
and is used In the same way as turnips 
or kohl-rabl. 

Jerusnlem artichokes. arc used In the 
same way as potatoes. They are ready 
for use in the autumn and may remain 
In the ground until needed. 

Asparagus Is ready for use as soon 
as the young shoots are three or four I 
Inches long. If allowed to grow too 
long the shoots will become tough and 

woody. , 

Beans (snap) are ready .for use n» 
soon as the bean Is about half formed. 
In< the strlngless varieties the pods 
may be allowed to remain on tlieplu" 
a little longer than the other sor s. bul 
in every case they should be gathered 
while young and tender. Lima beans 
should be gathered as soon as the pods 
are well filled out. but before the pods 
begin to turn yellow. They should be 
gathered while the beans themselves 
still have a fresh, green appearance. 
After tho beans become white tliey 
are past their prime. 

Beets should bo used while young 
and tender. The beets may be thinned 
as soon as they are two or three Inches 
tall and the ones that are removed can 
be used In greens. Tho entire crop 
should be used before they are more 
than two Inches In diameter. Succes- 
sive plantings ut intervals of two 
weeks are advisable so that a supply 
of tender beets will always be avall- 



pdst their prime when fully ripened. 

Wntermelons.— ltipencss Is deter- 
mined by sound, and by the general 
appearance. A ripe melon when struck 
with the hand gives a dull sound, 
which Is readily recognized after a 
few trials. 

Okra should be gathered while the 
pods are very young and tender and 
while the seeds are still soft. 

Onions may be pulled and used as 
bunch onions when the bulbs are from 
a quarter to a half Inch In diameter. 
If for boiled onions the bulbs may be 
any size. ; . 

Parsnips are not used until late in 
the autumn when .the ground Is froz- 
en Freezing Improves iliclr flavor; In 
fact, It is not considered advisable to 
use them as a summer vegetable. Size 
Is of small Importance, but those from 
1% to 2 Inches. In diameter are consid- 
ered best. 

Peas ore ready for picking ns soon 
a* the pods are well titled and while 
the peas nre still green, yet before ei- 
ther the peas become hard or the pods. 
whitish or yVhowlsh: Pons should 
not be gathered when too young, and 
If too old will be of poor quality. 

Peppers may be gathered at any 
time until they begin to turn red. For 
vome purposes they are allowed to ri- 
pen, hnt usually are picked green. 

Early potatoes. may be used at any 
time during their growth. An old- 
time rule Is to begin digging them 
when they have reached the size of n 
hen's egg. It Is, advisable to begin us- 
ing them when they have reached this 
size, digging the supply from day to 
dav ns needed, allowing the bulk of 
the crop to grow until needed or until 
thev mnturc. Late potatoes should 
he allowed to grow .until the vines die

Sweet potatoes are or poor quality 
unless allowed to reach maturity. The 
simplest test Is to break one of toe po- 
tatoes. It drops of water collect on 
the broken surface the crop is not ma- 
ture This crop grows until frost 
kills the vines, but It is permissible to 
use them quite a while before the 
end of the 'growing season. 

Radishes may be used as soon as 
inrge enough. A common practice Is 
*to begin thinning them na soon as largo 
'enough. They should all be used while 
young and tender. 

Salsify Is grown nnd handled In the 
same wny as parsnips nnd the same 
rules may be followed in its use. 

Summer squashes are ready for use 
as soon as large enough. Tliey. how- 
ever, should aqt bo picked when very 
small, as when young thejr are watery 
and ot poor quality. As soon as the 
'shell hardens they are too old for ta- 

ble use. . ' 

Winter squashes should be allowed 
to grow until the vines die or until 
frost kills them, but ' the squashes 
Fhould be stored before being frosted. 
Tomatoes should be picked when ful- 
ly ripe, but should not be allowed to 
remain on the vines until soft.
